How to Use the Covid-Safe Scouts badges 


e Save the PNGS for use on your social media profile pages, as digital stickers in messaging apps, 
in email signatures, and non-profit Covid-safe advocacy materials. 


e Print the full-colour 2 inch (5 cm) badges onto specialty paper such as sticker sheets, printable fabric, or 
iron-on transfers. 


e Upload to print-on-demand embroidery patch services or similar specialty services for personal use only. 


e Print the line art badges to use as a colouring activity, for embroidery templates to DIY your own old school 
patches or other specialty display projects for your personal use, not for resell. 


Merit Badges 


Consistently Wearing a Well-Fitted Respirator 
Since 2020, this recipient has worn a mask to prevent the spread of Covid and has made sincere efforts to upgrade 
and improve the fit of their respirators in spite of dropped government mandates 


Received the Initial Dose of Covid-19 Vaccine 
This recipient has gotten their primary doses of the Covid-19 vaccine 


Avoiding Crowded Venues and Large Gatherings 
Since 2020, this recipient has not attended any in-person large-scale events (concerts, sporting events, rallies, 
conferences, etc.) or visited crowded spaces (shopping areas at peak times, theme parks, mass transit, etc.) 


Learning About Air Quality and Ventilation 
This recipient has taken an interest in air quality and ventilation as it relates to healthy breathing and is working to 
improve air flow at home and work/school 


Multitasking at Home 

Since 2020, this recipient has been dedicated to staying home and not participating in the spread of Covid, instead 
doing as much as possible at home, from shopping for necessities to working to playing and maintaining an 
adequate quality of life 


Monitoring and Assessing Risks 
Since 2020, this recipient routinely looks at data and trends in Covid spread to calculate the risks of travelling, 
attending gatherings, and making medical appointments 


Acknowledging Covid is Airborne 
This recipient understands that virus particulates expelled from a person’s mouth and nose can linger in the air to 
infect unsuspecting persons at some distance 


Shielding a Loved One From Covid 
This recipient has a loved one that is vulnerable to (further) Covid infections and takes precautionary measures to 
ensure they are not exposed to the virus 


Avoiding Unnecessary Travel 
Since 2020, this recipient has not pursued any leisure travel involving mass transit or crowded areas, with or 
without widespread precautionary measures in place 


Contactless Shopping 
Since 2020, this recipient has taken advantage of online shopping and contactless pickup/delivery of purchases, 
reducing exposure and spread of Covid 


Proficiency Badges 


Loved One with Long Covid 
This recipient has at least one loved one living with physical complications following a Covid infection and may be 
vocal about raising awareness of the condition 


Sharing Data and Studies of Covid Progress 

This recipient regularly shares links to reports, charts, and studies tracking new findings into the novel coronavirus, 
including updates on vaccine efficacy, treatment developments, and newly discovered compilations resulting from 
Covid infections 


Reluctant Covid Scholar 
This recipient keeps up on reports and studies to stay informed about the virus and its impacts and to assess risks 
as accurately as possible under the circumstances 


DIY a Corsi-Rosenthal Box 
This recipient has understands how to improve ventilation with air purifiers and has constructed at least one CR box 
using MERV-13 filters and a box fan. 


Finding Covid-Cautious Community Online 
This recipient has connected with fellow Covid-safe folks around the world via social media 


Supporting Covid-Safe Hybrid Events 
This recipient takes care in attending or planning events with in-person precautions to limit the spread of Covid and 
live-streaming for audiences who cannot attend 


Distributing Masks/Respirators 
This recipient has demonstrated care for their community by handing out disposable N95/KN95 respirators/masks 
either out of individual kindness or through working with a local mask bloc 


Vaccinated to the Max 
Since 2021, this recipient has received the initial course of vaccination doses and followed up with biannual booster 
doses 


CO2 Monitor 

This recipient keeps track of CO2 levels in indoor air at home and in public spaces with a portable CO2 sensor 
device, understanding that elevated CO2 levels can represent a percentage of rebreathed air from other occupants 
in the space 


Clean Air and Virus Mitigation Advocate 
This recipient is a passionate advocate for clean air via ventilation and air purifiers and virus mitigations including 
well-fitting respirators and paid sick days 


Mastery Badges 


Mourning Loss From Covid 
This recipient has experienced a loss due to Covid, either a lost loved one to an acute Covid infection or to 
conditions triggered or exacerbated by a Covid infection 


Alert to Covid Misinformation 
This recipient is aware of misinformation and disinformation spread about Covid, from lies about treatments and 
precautions to the use of language to minimize the appearance or severity of the virus throughout the pandemic 


Levelling Up to Elastomeric Respirator 
This recipient has upgraded to using well-fitted, NIOSH-approved reusable elastomeric respirators with filters rated 
N95/FFP2 or higher 


Qualitative Fit Testing Masks/Respirators 
This recipient takes time and care to put their disposable and reusable respirators through qualitative fit testing 
using a hood and nebulizers filled with bitter or sweet solutions to gauge fit efficacy 


Maintaining Personal Boundaries to Prevent (Re)Infection 
This recipient has assessed their own health risk and established boundaries to reduce chances of Covid exposure, 
refusing to compromise their personal health for social expectations 


Zero Covid Infections / Control Group 
Since 2020, this recipient has taken all precautionary measures to avoid exposure to and infection from Covid in any 
of its variants 


Living with Long Covid 
This recipient is living with physical complications resulting from a Covid infection. Long Covid is a broad umbrella 
term for more than 200 symptoms and conditions that can be brought about by one ore more Covid infections 


Travelling with Precautions 


This recipient carries an abundance of caution in convenient travel-size packages, using a combination of portable 
air purifiers and CPC (cetylpyridinium chloride) mouthwash/iota carrageenan nasal spray while wearing an N95 
respirator or better at all times and self-quarantining after travel when possible 


Prepared for Isolation/Infection 
This recipient has a game plan to protect their household from Covid spread, with designated isolation spaces and 
medication and shelf-stable supplies on hand 


Covid Cassandra 
This recipient has followed the progression of Covid and urged loved ones to take more care and mitigate risks, 


often dismissed but usually correct
